DETROMW DOWNED, 


The World’s Champions 
Win the First of the 
Big Games 


In the Great Series for 
the Supremacy of 
the World. 


“Dunlap and Detroit” No 
Match for St. Louis. 


Our Browns Show the “Sluggers” of the 
League What Real Ball-Playing Is—Big 
Batters From Michigan at the Mercy of 
Bobbie Caruthers—The Contest Much 
More One-Sided Than Was Expected— 
The Crowd—Scenes and Incidents of the 
Struggle—Score in Full by Innings—The 
Game in Detail.

BALL GROUNDS, ST. LOuIS, October 10.—The 
great series of base ball games for the cham- 
pionship of the world between the St. Louis 
Browns and the Detroit Club opened 
to-day to a big crowd and wet 
weather. As early as 2:30 o’clock 
the crowd began to come out and a good por- 
tion of the bleaching boards were occupied. 
The rain began to fall over the grounds at2 
o’clock and came in big drops which were few 
in number but sufficient to be very disagree- 
able. The grounds were wet and there was some 
mudon the base tracks when the Detroits 
stepped on the field to practice. There was a 
crowd of about four thousand people pres- 
ent, which was increasing all along. The 
Wolverines were greeted witha rousing cheer, 
which they acknowledged by raising their 
caps. 

THE BATTERIES 
announced for the game were: Getzein and 
Bennet, and Caruthers and Bushong. 
THE BATTING ORDER 

was as follows: Detroit—Richardson, 8b; 
Twitchell, 1.f.; Rowe, ss.; Thompson, r.f.; 
White, 1b.; Dunlap, 2b.; Bennett, c.; 
Hanton, c.f.; Getzein, p. 

The Browns batted in the following order: 
Latham, 3b.; Gleason, ss. ; O'Neill, |.f.; Com- 
iskey, 1b.; Caruthers, p.; Foutz, r.f.; 
Welch, c.f.; Robinson, 2b., and Bushong, c. 

When the Browns appeared on the field in 
their new suits they were applauded to the 
echo. By this time the grand stand and 
bleaching-boards had filled upand the people 
were still coming. It was estimated that at least 
6,000 people were present. The bell rang 
for the first game, and the Detroits took 
the field. It wasdecided to have Kelly and 
Gaffney both umpire, Kelly on the bases and 
Gaffney on balis and strikes. Play was called, 
and Latham stepped to the bat. 

THE GAME 
began amid great excitement and in 
midst of a dense silence. 
FIKST INNING. 

For the Browns, Latham made three strikes 
and then hit a clean liner to right for a single. 
He stole second with a desperate slide. Glea- 
son secured first on balis. Latham and Gleason 
advanced a base each on a wild pitch. Lat- 
ham scored on O’ Neill’s clean, safe hit to cen- 
ter, Gleason going to third. Comiskey flew 
outto White. Here Latham began to coach. 
Gleason scored on Caruthers’ hit to right cen- 
ter, O'Neill going to second. O'Neill and 
Caruthers advanced a base on Foutz’s sacri- 
fice bunt, and Welch went out on Getzein’s as- 
sist. 

For Detroit, Richardson fouled out to Bush- 
ong, who made a splendid catch near the 
stand. Twitchell went out by Robinson’s 
assist to first, and Rowe followed suit. No 
runs.

SECOND INNING. 
For the Browns, Robinson got his base on 
balls, but Bushong fouled out and Robinson 
was thrown out at first. Latham hit safe to 
left, Gleason was hit bythe pitcher and trot- 
ted to first, but Dunlap caught O’ Neill’s fly. 
For Detroit, Thompson struck out. White 
flew outto O'Neill. Robinson’s assist retired 
Dunlap. Noruns. 


THIRD INNING. 

For the Browns, Rowe's error got Comiskey 
safely to first. Caruthers flew out to Rowe 
and Comiskey stole second.

Foutz fouled out 
to Thompson, Comiskey scoring on the play, 
Caruthers going tothird. Welch hit to Rowe, 
who fielded Carutbers out at home, but Welch 
got to third in the Interim, and scored on 
Robinson's three-bagger to left. Robinson 
scored on Bushong’s safe hit to first. Latbam 
hit to Richardson, who threw wild, letting 
Bushong score and Latham go tothird. Rich- 
ardson’s assist retired Gleason.

A CENTENNIAL SERMON, 


Dr. Niccolls to Represent the Presbytery— 
A Probable Baptist Pastor—A Supper. 


The preachers got down to business at the 
meetings this morning. The Presbyterians 
especially had their hands _ full. The 
matter of giving a farewell testimonial sup- 
per to Revs. J. J. Marks, D. D., and P. H. K. 
McComb, who are about to leave for 
other parts, was brought up and 
left to 8 committee consisting of 


Revs. George E. Martin, A. N. Hollifield and 
J. B. Brandt, with authority to select time 
and place. The approach of the centennial 
season was referred to, and on motion Rev. 
Dr. 8. J. Nicecolls was requested to preach 
in the next few weeks a sermon on the 
‘*History of Presbyterianism in This Section.’’ 
The duty has been accepted by Dr. Niec- 
colls, and the discourse will be de- 
livered at the Second Church some 
time next month, the address to befor the 
Presbytery. Rev. Dr. J. H. Brookes gave a 
report abont the German Theological Sem- 
inary at Dubuque, Io., and recommended 
Rev. Josiah Milligun, who was present, as 
worthy of recognition in his appeals forthe 
institution. Dr. Niccolls, In behalf of the 
Evangelical Alliance, presented the plan of 
canvassing and districting the city to arouse 
interest among the non-church going. 
The subject was debated briefly but no action 
was taken. One of the pleasantest things 
about the meeting wasthe reappearance after 
a dangerous illness, of Rev. Dr. Vander Lippe 
ofthe First German church, who looks as 
strong asever. Noreference or allusion was 
made to the Velled Prophet’s parade. 

The Southern Methodists held their first 
seasion for 1887-1888. Presiding-Eider Finney 
was elected President and Rev. J. D. Ham- 
mond, D. D., Secretary. Centenary Church 
reported eleven applicants and nine admis- 
sions, elght by letter and one by profession. 
Rev. J. H. Early announced that he would be- 
gin permanent work at St. Paul’s this week. 
Cook Avénue Charch reported three admis- 
sions by profession and four by letter. Rev. 
W. E. Boggs of Poplar Bluff, and A. A. God- 
bey, A. M., were present, and the former gave 
an encouraging outlook of the work in his 
new field. 

The Baptist pastors heard the usual Sunday 
reports, which were of a hopeful tone. The 
announcement of the people of the Fourth 
Church was to the effect that they hoped to 
keep Rev. W. H. Smith of Birmingham, Ala., 
who preached yesterday ,as perinanent pastor. 

The Christian pastors held no meeting, 
nearly all being absent at Fulton, where J. H. 
Garrison opens the State Missionary Conven- 
tion to-night with an address. The Methodists 
had an informal gathering.

GRANITE+BI-METALLIC, 


HOW THE PROPOSED MINE CONSOLIDATION 
IS REGARDED. 


The Bi. Metallic People Weuld Like to Put ts 
Their Property at Half the Value «of the 
Granite Mountain— Views of Stockholders 
on the Subject—The Granite Mountain te 
Be Developed Through Bi-Metallic 
Ground. 


The pubileation in the Sunpay Post-Drs- 
PATCH of the announcement that the Granite 
Mountain and Bi-Metailic Mining Companies 
would probably consolidate created quite a 
stir in mining circles. The matter was gener- 
ally talked about among the  »brok- 
ers on Saturday, but outside of that 
circle the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH brought 
thg first news to those interested. The mat- 
ter was generally discussed among the stock- 
holders of the two companies yesterday and 
to-day, and stockholders in other mining en- 
terprises also talked it over with much inter- 
est. The most general topic of speculation 
was the proposed basis of consolidation. 
There is no doubt whatever that the two 
companies are anxious to consolidate if a 
satisfactory basis can be agreed upon. The 
Bi- Metallic is practically owned by three men, 
Chas. Clark and Chas. McLureof St. Louis and 
Dr. J. M. Merrill of Montana. Mr. Clark is 
the onlyone of these three gentiemen in the 
city who has expressed himeelf in favor of a 
consolidation, provided the Granite Mountain 
people will come down a little in their ideas 
of the value of their property. The 
Bi-Metallic trustees hold their annual meeting 
on the 25th, and the Granite Mountain trustees 


mneet for organization on the day following. 
It is not at all unlikely that the matter will 
submitted to the trustees at these meetings, 
although unless some understanding ean be 
arrived at in advance consideration may be 
postponed for a time. 

THE BI-METALLIC BASIS. 

It is understood that the basis of consolida- 
tion for which the Bi-Metallic is holding out is 
the issue of 200,000 shares of Granite Mountain 
stock for the 200,000 shares of Bi-Metallic, This 
would be putting the Granite Monntain into the 
deal at $22,000,000 and the Bi-Metallic at 
$11,000 ,000—in other words, it would 
elevate the price of Bi-Metallic stock 
from $30 to $55. The Granite 
Mountain capital stock is now 400,000 shares 
of $25 each. Under the proposed arrangement 
for consolidation the Bi-Metaliic stock would 
be wiped outand the Granite Mountain capi- 
tal stock would be increased to 600,000 shares 
of $3 each. The Granite Mountain mill is now 
turning out about $250 , 000 
of which $200,000 -is 
the regular dividend. 
present policy of adding to the surplus each 
month, the dividend would have to be re- 
duced to35 centsa share, orto 2 cents with 
an extra dividend of 25 cents every other 
month. The Granite Mountain Company, 
however, has a of about $200,000 now 
on hand. With this money the 
milling plant could be largely in- 
creased. If the Company was crowded for 
room in its present quarters, it could utilize 
the mill-site of the bi-Metallic Company on 
Douglas Creek. ‘the Bi-Metaliic has one of 
the best mill-sites inthe country. With an in- 
creased milling capacity the earnings of the 
company could be very quickly increased, and 
the dividend on 600,000 shares be raised to the 
figure now paid on 400,000 shares. 

LOUIS FUSZ, 

one of the big Granite Mountain holders, is 
also a holder of Bi-Metallic stock. When 
asked this morning what he ghought of the 

roposed consolidation, he said: ‘‘I have 
veard the matter talked abouta good deal 
among the stockholders. I think that as the 
two companies are on the same lode and ad- 
joining, it would be a measure of economy to 
put them under one management. The only 
thing that stands in the way is a question 
of value. If the Bi-Metallic people have the 
vein they are now working in the western part 
of their ground, then the advantage of ing 
them in on a basis of one to two would be with 
the Granite Mountain, Ifthey have not this 
vein In the western end of thelr ground the 
apvantage of the arrangement would be with 
tue Bi-Metallic.’’ 

Jas. Campbell, who ts a stockholder in both 
the Granite Mountain‘and the Bl- Metallic,said: 
‘*‘T think that one totwo would be a fair basis 
of consolidation for the two companies.’’ 

Other stockholders quoted Superintendent 
Plummer of the Granite Mountainjas favoring 
the consolidation. 

There is a great deal of speculation in buying 
a piece of property like the Bi-Metallic, only 
partivy developed. The Granite Mountain peo- 
ple would undoubtedly have to pay more than 
the commercial value for it, for at the com- 
mercial value the present owners ofthe Bi- 
Metallic preter taking their own risks. The 
Granite Mountain Company, hadan opportu 
nity less than eighteen months ago, to buy 
the Bi-Metallic ground at a cheap 
figure, but the trade was not made. When 
the Granite Mountain Company made up its 
mind thatit wanted the Bi-Metallic property 
at the figure negmed,the Bi-Metallic people 
had raised the figurea little and the trade 
again fell through. Jno. R. Lionberger is 
credited with preventing the purchase of the 
Bi-Metallic property for $100,000. 

TUNNEL RIGHT-OF-WAY. 

The principal advantage of consolidation to 
the Granite Mountain Company at present 
would be the advantage in developing its 
property through tunnels run through the Bi- 
letailio ground. Under the mining laws of 
the United States, the owner of a piece of 
roperty hasa right to tunnel through a neigh- 
»or's ground to get at the ore in his own 
mine. Thus the Granite Mountain Company 
can go down Into the Bi-Metallic’s 
Biaine claim and run atunnel through on the 
Granite Mountain lode. The _  Bi-Metalilic 
Company would ask nothing better than this 
as it would develop the Bi-Metallic ground 
at the expense of the Granite Mountain. 
This is not likely to be done, although 
should the proposed consolidation all 
through here is no doubt that the 
Granite Mountain will eventually be 
developed through Bi-Metallic ground and 
that the bulk of expense will be borne by the 
Granite Mountain. 

BI-METALLIC SHIPPING. 

The Bi-Metallic Company has ordered the 
superintendent to resume the shipment of ore. 
About 1,000 tons are now on the dump. The 
ore will be hauled to Philipsburg and thence 
shipped to Omaha for treatment. The HBi- 
Metallic has not shipped any ore since an 
early day in April.

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ALICE CAFFIN, SEVENTEEN AND WAYWARD, 
RESTORED TO HER FATHER. 


Policeman Thornton Badly Mixed Up in Her 
Disappearance—The Girl Involves Two 
Other Officers in Her Escapade—A Story 
Full of Sadness Told By Alice inthe Hold- 
over—A Life Wreckedin Its Almest In- 
cipiency. 


Officer James F. Thornton of the Fifth Dis- 
trict is in another scraps, and this time he is 
very apt to lose his star. Ctfarges of con- 
duct unbecoming an officer have been 
preferred against him,~ and he has 
been suspended to await the result 
ofhistrial before the Board. The trouble 
grows out of the case of Alice Caffin, the 17- 
year-old girl who wastakenfrom a_  disrep- 
utable house yesterday afternoon by the 
police. Yesterday mornimagthe girl’s father, 
C. Caffin, a locksmith at No. 8410 
Olive street, called atthe Four Courtsto see 
Detective Archambeault. He asked the latter 
what he knew about his (Caflin’s) daughter, 
and the detective replied that he did not know 
heratall. Then the father showed a letger 
written by his daughter in which she mention- 
ed taking dinner with Detectives Hobbs and 
Archambeault. The letter was addressed: 
‘Officer J. F. Thornton, No. 3128 Clark av- 
enue, St. Louis, Mo.,’’ and was dated ‘‘Mo- 
berly, Mo., October 3, 15887.’’ The girl had 
been away from home for three weeks, 
ahd wrote this letter to the offii- 
cer to secure his assistance in 
getting her back. It was wriften in an excel- 
lent hand,the girl being a graduate of the 
OCentral High School, but was sucha foolish 
letter as might be expected of one of her 
age. In it she boasted of the fine 
time she was having and the fine 
clothes she was wearing, but stated 
that she wanted toreturn homeif shecould 


do so without baving her parents place ber in 
aconvent or other similar institution. She 
also stated in it that she had been misled bya 
woman in high life. 

Yesterday Thornton handed the letter to her 
father. it was soiled considerably and haa 
evidently been in the officer's pocket some 
days. In her reference to dining with Hobbs 
and Archambeault she stated that before leav- 
ing the city she had quite a time, and cited 
her experience with the detectives to show 
that while they might be abie to catch 
thieves she was ‘‘too slick’’ for them. Im- 
mediately after receiving the letter her father 
hastened to tne Four Courts to see Archam- 
beault. The latter was naturally very much 
exercised over the unwarranted use of his 
name and both he and Detective liobbs de- 
clared that they had 

NEVER MET THE GIRL, 
and would not know her if they saw heron 
the street. Archambeault stated, however, 
that some days ago Officer Thornton met him 
on the street and asked him if he 
knew the girl. He replied in the nega- 
tive, and Thornton remarked that she 
appeared to be afraid of him and Hobbs and 
to have an ideathey were after herto arrest 
her. The detective told him he had never 
heard that she was wanted. Then Thornton 
told him that the girl was at 
2023 Chestnut street, and Archambeault made 
a note of the fact thinking he might some day 
need it. Yesterday when her father came to 
him, he told the old gentleman that he could 
find the girl for him and asked permission of 
Chief of Detectives O'Neill, to bring her in as 
he wanted an opportunity to prove that what 
she wrote about him was not true. Both he 
and Officer Hobbs went after the girl. A call 
at No. 2023 Chestnut street developed the fact 
that she had been there about a week, but bad 
leftand gone to Mollie Klineworth’s house 
on North Ninth street. That place was next 
Visited and she was found there and taken to 
the Four Courts. She had been there since 
Thursday. ' 

Atthe Four Courts she admitted that she 
knew neithersArchambeault nor Hobbs, and 
that what she had written about them was 
false. She had merely used their names be- 
cause by so doing she thought she would 
throw her father off her track. When asked 
how using their names in that manner would 
accomplish the purpose, she merely stated 
that she did not know, but she thoughbtit would, 
because he would think she was too smart 
for the police and that it was 
useless to Navethem hunther. She said the 
officers’ names had been given her by Cora—— 
The latteo, she also stated, was the ‘‘woman 
in high life’’ whom she referred to as having 
misled her. Ooraisa girl no older than her- 
self, butis well known aboutthe city and to 
the police. Shecan hardly be said to be a 
woman in high life, although her father is a 
member of an old and respected family here. 
The Callin girl stated further that she had left 
home 

THREE WEEKS AGO 

nee After spending two nights at the 

orris Mansion, she met Officer Thornton on 
the third day. ‘He was a good friend of hers 
and she wentto him. He rented a room for 
her for a week at No. 216 South Broadway, and 
supplied her with a meal ticket. She wouid 
say nothing against the officer, however, de- 
claring that he was agentieman and had always 
acted as such toward her. While she occu- 

ied the room he had rented for her there had 

een nothing improper in their relations. 
After leaving the room she entered a dis- 
reputabie house at No. 2023 Chestnut street, 
and after remuining there a week went to the 
house where she was found. 

The parents of the wayward girl were sent 
for and called at the Four Courts to see her. 
They had intended placing her in the House of 
the Good Sheperd, but afterward decided to 
permit her to remain in the holdover for the 
night. This morning 

HER AGED FATHER 

again called at the Four Courts to see her, 
and bad a rather unsatisfactory inter- 
view with her. She told him that she 
would go home and remain there if she 
was given her own way and _ ~permitted 
to go out whenever she pleased with- 
out being watched and questioned. The 
poor old man was in aquandary what todo 
with her. She will be 18 years of age in nine 
months, and he does not think she could be 
reformed in astay of that time in the House 
of the Good Shepherd. lLesays he placed her 
tnere once before, butit resulted in naught. 
After consulting the police, he determined 
to take her home and endeavor to get her to 
leave ‘her present wayward course. Before 
she was taken away Capt. Fruchte of the Fifth 
District was calied te the Four Courts and 
took the statement of the girl. Onthis state- 
wnent he will frame charges against Thornton 
and bring the officer before the Board. 

The exposure has created quite a sensation 
among the police. What makes matters very 
bad for Thornton is the fact that the letter 
shows that he was in the scheme with the 
girl to deceive her father. She was 
never out of the city, and the latter 
which Thornton showed ber father was 
written in &t. Louis and dated from 
Moberly to deceive the father. ‘Thornton, in 
order to carry out the deception, bad torn off 
all the postmark, except the ‘‘Mo.,’’ from 
the envelope, and alleged that it had been 
matied in Moberly. Thornton’s action in this 
matter gives the color oftruthto the whole 
atory of the girlandis very apt to cost him 
his star. 

Thornton will be remembered as the officer 
who gotintotrouble about six weeks ago by 
engaging in a rough-and-tumble fight witha 
citizen. The man was a young teamater 
whom Thornton had up in the Police Court on 
a charge of resisting him. At the trial Misa 
Mamie Hurt, a young lady to whom Thornton is 
engaged to be married, testified against the 
teamster, she having been an eye-witness to 
the trouble. Phe man was fined, and he after- 
ward stated to various people that the young 
lady bad sworn falsely against him. This 
camé to Thornton's ears, and on his 
Sunda off he and another officer 
hunted up the fellowand brought him tothe 
galoon and recy kept by the father of his 
intended, on Argyle avenue, near the Missour! 
Pacifico tracks. There the young man was 
confronted by Miss Mamie, who was brought 
down from up-setairs, where the family 
reside. He admitted having stated that she 
had sworn faisely against him, and asserted 
that he was still of that opinion. Then Thorn- 
ton and he cameto biows, and the young 
man’s friepds claim that the other officer also 
took ahand inthe fight, assisting Thornton. 
This was denied, however, by Thornton and 
the other officer and by the Hart family. 
Thornton also alleged that the other man 
struck him first, but this was contradicted 
by the teamster and his friends. Although 
neither officer was on duty at the time, both 
had on their uniforms. At the trial before the 
Board they were let go with a reprimand. It 
ia feared, however, Ghat the present complica- 
tion into which Thornton has got himself, 
will result in the loss of his sweetheart in addi- 
tion to the loss of his star.

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A GENERAL DECLINE, 


Monthly Crop Report of the Department of 
Agriculture, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., October 10.—The statis- 
tical report of the Department of Agriculture 
makes an increase of only half of 1 per centin 
the condition of corn. The past month 
has been very generally favorable, but the 
status of alarge part of the crop was fixed 
at the date of the previous report. 
The general average of condition is 


72.8, instead of 72.3. The average of the seven 
surplus States is 64.9 instead of 64.2 in Septem- 
ber. Thisisalower condition than has ever 
been reported, exceptin 1851, when the aver- 
age Was nearly seven points lower and the aver- 
age yield 18.6 bushels. The indication is now 
for a yield of a small ffaction over 20 bushels 
per acre. The exact area, exclusive of that 
cut for fodder, as not worth harvesting, is not 
yet determined. Slight uncertainty regardiag 
it may cause a variation in the final record of 
l or 2 per cent from 1,500,000 bushels. 

The test of threshing has not materially 
enlarged the average j rate ofjfthe whole yield, 
which appears to be about 11.8 bushels, or 
four-tenths of a bushel less than last year. 
The increase of acreage, which is large in 
Dakota, will make partial compensation and 
bring the product nearly or quite to 450,000,000 
bushels. The rate of yield in New York ts 16.7 
bushels; Pennsylvania, 10.5; Ohio, 12.4; Michi- 
gan, 13.3; lilinois, 15.2; Wisconsin 10.3; Min- 
nesota, 9.5; Iowa, 10; Missouri, 17; Kansas, 
9.6; Nebraska, 10.7; Dakota, 10.5; Califor- 
nia, 13.8; Indiana, 15.5. 


OATS. 

The yield of oats is slightly below an aver- 
age, about 25 bushels peracre. ‘The product 
is fully 600,000,000 bushels. In the principal 
States of the Central Valley region the State 
averages range trom 26 to 30,bushels. 

The barley yield is nearly 20 per cent. less 
than amedium yield, or about 20 bushels per 
acre. New York, 20.3; Michigan, 19.5; Wiscon- 
Sin, 18.5; Minnesota, 19; lowa, 19; California, 
20.5. 

The yield of rye is 11.5 bushels per acre and 
the product abouttwenty-four million bushels. 

There has been a drop in condition of buck- 
wheat, from 89 to nearly 77. 

The condition of potatoes has declined from 
67.3 to 61 5, partly from appearance of rot in 
the Atiantic States. 

COTTON. 

The condition of cotton has further declined. 
The effect of drouth in reducing vitality and 
arresting growth is more apparent than on the 
first of September. The general average has 
been reduced from 82.8 to 76.5. It is still 
several points higher than in 1883 and 1884, and 
ten points higher thanin 1831. The average of 
condition by states is as follows: North Caro- 
lina, 78; South Carolina,79; Georgia, 77; Florida, 
79; Alabama, 76; Mississippi, 77; Louisiana, 78; 
Texas, 75; Arkansas, 75; Tennessee, 74. 

The condition of tobacco averages 75.5 
against 70.8. The figures for the States pro- 
ducing shipping and cutting leafare: Mary- 
land, ¥2; Virginia, 90; North Carolina, 91; Ken- 
tucky, 62; Ohio, 56; Indiana, 45; Lllinois, 53; 
Missouri, 50; Tennessee, 57.

THE M’DOWELL FAMILY SKELETON IN THE 
CIRCUIT COURT. 


May A. McDowell or McClintock Asks for 
$50 per Month — Mr. McDowell Is in 
Paris, but His Attorney Says His Net 
Income is Only $900 per Year—A Con- 
tinuance Wantead—The Lady and Her 
Friends in Court—Some Queer Allega- 
tions. 


In Cireuit Court-room No. 5 Judge Valliant 
called the case of May A. McDowell vs. Brandt 
McDowell to-day, a suit for maintenance. 
Harmon J. Bliss, who appeared forthe de- 
fendunt, asked a continuance. His client, he 
said, was in Paris, France, and though he had 
exercised due diligence in attempting to be 
present at the time of the trial he had failed to 
urrive. 

Leander J.Smith, for the plaintiff said:**This 
is the shallowest excuseI have ever heard. 
Mr. Brandt McDowell is a gentientan of means 
and jeisure. He saw fitto desert his wife last 
spring and goto France, where he has since 
remained. This case was flied in 
March and the defendant has had ample time 


to reach St. Louis, but outof mere perverse- 
ness he has refused to come, Judge Wickham 
is his agent, collects his rents and transmits 
the money to him that he may live in luxury 
in the city of Paris.’’ 

Judge Valliant said he would consider the 
motion if Mr. Bliss would reduce it to writing. 
Mr. Bliss then filed hig own aflidavit for con- 
tinuance. He said: 

BRANDT M’DOWELL’S SIDE. 

Brandt McDowell did not know ofthe institu- 
ion of the suit until informed by his own at- 
orneys, and as he wished to be pgesent per- 

sovally at the trial his evidence which is mate- 
rial to his defense, was not taken. Heis nowin 
Paris, France, and is not absent through lack 
of diligence on hisown part, ‘*‘On account of 
the great length of time required for commu- 
nications to pass between the defendant and 
his attorneys, and of the great distance which 
the defendant must travel in order to reach 
the city of St. Louis and of the great annoyance 
and expense which he must necessarily incurin 
said travel, and of the lack of funds there- 
for, said defendant has not been able to reach 
st. Louis in time for the trial.’’ Funds have 
been sent him wherewith he may travel to St. 
Louis, and the aftiant believes he will start on 
the receipt of the remittance, or has 
already. started, and. will be present at 
the beginning of he next term of 
court.,. The afflant ‘‘helieves that tlre defend- 
ant will prove that the relations existing be- 
tween plaintiff and defendant were illicit, and 
that the alleged marriage, if any such exists, 
was never validly and rightfully contructed, 
but was obtained though fraud, artilice and 
deceit of plaintiff.’’ 

THE FAIR PLAINTIFF. 

The plaintiff, Mrs. May A. McDowell, nee 
Mcclintock,jwas in court, accompanied by her 
parents. Sheis23 or 24 years of age, her hair 
and eyes are brown, the lashes of the eyes be- 
ing longand the brows firmly marked. Her 
features are full and regular, of what has been 
called the Langtry type. Her beauty is unde- 
niable, and it is not a  peach-and.- 
cream prettiness but ripe womanly beauty. 
The color in her cheek is fresh and warm. 
She worea brown cloth dresstight fighting, 
high walking hat covered with the same goods 
and trimmed with large wings and brown 
velvet. She regarded every proceeding in 
the court with interest, and bore the 
scrutiny of the lawyers and others 
whose attention was attracted to her 
without the slightest trace of embarrassmoant, 
Nor was she brazen under the fire of eyes, 
Her self possession was like her beauty, wo- 
manly. In her sult for maintenance, which 
was filed soon after Mr.McDowell’sdeparture, 
she claimed she was married to him in 
New York, August 24, 1536, and they lived to- 
getherin St. Louls until February 23, 1887, 
when he abandonedher. Shealleged that he 
was possessed of abundant means, and could 
well afford to maintain her. Mr. McDowell 
denied the marriage in his answer, 

Judge Valliant asked to havethe section of 
the statutes under which the suit was brought 
read to him. After hearingit he said: ‘‘The 
issues ‘in this case are peculiar; it is 
not an ordinary case. The trial can be 
postponed without injury to either party. If 
the counsel Can agree as toa suitable allow- 
ance to be made the plaintiff pending the trial, 
I will grant a continuance,

His condition is such 
that a year or two ago it was proposed to have 
a guardian appointed for him, but his sister 
preferred to let him spend his money 
rather than subject him to such humiliation.

Brandt, would be glad to have him live with 
her but he will not do so0.’’ 

No further testimony was heard, and Judge 
Valliant said he would order $385 per month be 
paid to Mrs. McDowell during the time the 
suit was pending.

MAYOR THIS MORNING. 


Arrest of Ida Bell by the Police at Midnight 
—Committed to the House of Refuge To- 
Day—Meetings of the Roards of Health 
and Public f{mprovements -- Municipal 
Matters. 


Alternately grinning and crying Ida Bell, a 
colore¢ girl, was arraigned before Mayor 
Francis to-day on complaint of Police Officers 
Ziegler and Maguire.

The United States Supreme Court Convenes

business other than action upon motions for 
aGmission to the bar, the court adjourned un- 
til to-morrow, when the regular call of the

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MAURICE STRAKOSCH DEAD. 


The First Manager and LBrother-in-Law of 
Patti Passes Away. 
Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
Pakis, October 10.—It is with deep regret 
that I report the death of the famous impres- 
sario, Maurice Strakosch. He was known 
quite as widely in Engiand and in the United 
States as in Paris, and wherever he was known 
he was liked. His long experience of life in 
every quarter of the globe had given hima rare 
fund of anecdote, and his conversation 
was set off by an originality of expression 
which gave ita peculiar zest. Moravian by 
birth, he had remarkablefacility for acquir- 
ing languages, but, with the exception of 
Italian, which he had learned with care, he 
spoke them all with strong accent. Maurice 
Strakosch had an eventful career. He was first 
destined for the operatic stageand he studied 
for some time under the direction of Pasta, 
who has already retired from public life. 
Seeing, however, but little chance of distine- 
tion as a singer, he turned his attention to 
the piano and became a virtuoso of mark, 
playing with success in the chief capitals of 
the world. When in America he 
Amelia Patti, who possessed one of the 
finest contralto voices of her day. I have 
often heard Adelina declare that her sister 
Amelia hadthe most splendid contralto she 
had ever heard, and even if we were to make 
allowance for sisterly partiality, tor which 
there is no need, we should still be inclined to 
believe that Mme. Nicolini was not far from 
the truth, in such noble style does 
Mme. Strakosch still sing. It was under 
Maurice Strakosch’s auspices that Adelina 
Patti, after having made a marked success in 
the United States, first appeared in Europe at 
the Covent Garden Theater and she went 
through the Continent with him until her mar- 
riage with the Marquis de Caux. I have just 
heard from a member of the family that 
M. Strakosch passed away quietly § at 
widnight last night. lie had been 
suffering from asthma of late and had a some- 
what sharp attack at the beginning of June 
last, but he rallied quickly on that occasion 
and his sudden end was so little expected that 
he actually gave three lessons to pupils yes- 
terday. When lhefell back last night his 
wife thought that he had fainted and could 
not at first believe that life was extinct. 
The funeral 1s to take piace to-morrow at 
Peae la Chaise.

A GLORY HOLE SERVICE, 


London’s Don Quixote of Journalism De- 
scribes a Salvation Army Meeting. 


Editor Stead in the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The place of worship at Brighton known 
as the ‘*‘Glory Hole’’ was formerly called 
the Assembly Hall, but since it has come 
into the possession of the ‘‘Army of the 
Lord” it has been designated ‘*The Sanc- 
tuary of Jehovah.” The exterior is 
painted red, and the interior of the walls 
and ceilings are heavily decorated with 
red cloth and flags of all nations. 
These decorations and ornamenta- 
tion are not the outcome of some 
fancy or whim of those who are inter- 
ested in the work, but have been carried 
out, it is alleged, in consequence of direct 
commands received through one or more 
of the prophets who have been called out 
of the world to form part of the bride of 
Christ, and to preach a full salvation of 
spirit. souland body. The ‘‘Sanctuary” 
is divided by a strong iron fence, six feet 
high, into two portions, the outer being 
allotted to the general pnblic, or such 
of them as are admitted, and the inner 
to those whose sins have been pardoned. 
In the latter court the saved sinners 
are seated in tiers according to the 
state of holiness they have attained. 
On the platform dividing the main body 
of the hal] from the ‘‘tholy of holies” sit, 
stand, dance, lie or kneel, according to 
cireutnstances, certain ‘prophets and 
prophetesses, while beneath the platform 
is the ‘‘Glory’Hole,’”’ the name by which 
the hall has lately been made known to 
the world by means of the Police Court. 
The Army claim to have a direct commis- 
sion from the Almighty to preach, to 
prophesy, to heal, to baptize and to useall 
the gifts be-stowed upon the Apostles ou 
theDay of Pentecost. 

When service is about to commence one 
or two of the brothers are stationed at the 
gate. One at least must be a ‘‘discerner 
of spirits,’’ and as you make your way to- 
wards the entrance he looks intently into 
your eyes and decides whether you may 
enter ornot. If you are refused no words 
of-persuasion will prevail. The discerner 
having given me permission to enter 
the building, I made straight for a front 
seat, but just as I was passing through 
the gatein the fence already mentioned,a 
hand was placed on my shoulder, and! 

ras asked: ‘‘Are you sure all your sins 
are pardoned’’’?’ <As I could not givea 
definite answer to the question, I was told 
to sit in the outer court. This, ‘of course, 
I did without hesitation, but I soon ob- 
served, by the merry twinkle in the eyes 
of some who were thus interrogated, and 
who answered in the affirmative, that a 
little deception was going on. 
Service commenced with prayer. 
The brothers and sisters all 
prayed aloud, simultaneously, and 

each in his or her own words, The result 
can be imagined—a veritable Babel. It 
should here be stated that the members 
of the army are dressed in. various ways— 
the men mostly wear red jerseys, black 
trousers and red boots: while the sisters 
dress in different styles, some with bon- 
nets, some with hats, and some with 
neither; some have sashes, which denote 
the possession of certain spiritual gifts. 

The meeting is left to‘‘the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit,’’ and it is generally at 
this part of the service that a scene or 
two occurs. When, perhaps, one of the 
brothers is giving outa hymn, a shriek is 
heard, and in an instant a girl is seen 
dancing, or rather hopping, down the 
sanctuary. Sometimes twoor three start 
at once,and as they are moving along, 
perhaps witha rush like a madman, or 
maybe leisurely, and now and then bund- 
ling against the wall, a voice is 
heard from the platform, ‘*Mockers, 
scoffers, beware! beware! This is 
the sunctuary of the Lord, and if you do 
not go out he will pick you out. Beware!”’ 
In the meantime probably the dancing 
girl is standing over one of the congrega- 
tion, who has hardly taken his seat, and 
exclaims: **This man hus brought a devil 
in with him; the Lord says he is to go out 
this instant!” On one occasion a gentle- 
man dressed in clerical garb was ‘*made 
for’’ by one of the prophetesses. Pre- 
viously, however, a brother said the Lord 
told him there was a spy present. She 
stood by our clerical friend, shouting with 
the fuil force of her lungs: ‘**You are a 
aspy; you inust go out; go out at once, I 
say!” Immediately he was surrounded by 
five or six strong looking men, who 
hustling him outside. 

l was present at a celebration of the 
Lord’s Supper. They use unleavened 
bread and pure water, believing that the 
wine cup, as used*in orthodox and other 
churches, is the ‘‘cup of devils,’’ spoken 
of in the Book of Revelation. After 
prayer and silence, the usual rapping of 
toes onthe floor which precedes a perform- 
ance, one of the girlscommencedto dance, 
and afew minutes later on she began to 
laugh. ‘*‘What do you see, sister?’’ asked 
one. ‘‘]l see what you can’t,”’ was the re- 
ply. ‘‘lseethe Lord walking around the 
table with the angel Gabriel.” A dead s1- 
lence reigned for a few minutes, during 
which the girl repeated what she was sup- 
posed to be told by the Lord Himself while 
in this ecstatic state. 

One night, just after service had com- 
overheard two gentlemen 
tulking about mesmerism, and I inquired 
which of the brothers was supposed to be 
the mesmerist. We were all speaking, so 
that none but ourselves could hear; and I 
was being answered when a voice ex- 
claimed, ‘**There is somebody here who 
says this is mesmerism.’? W hereupon one 
of the dancing girls made her way rap- 
idly down the side of the building 
and tnally picked out one of the 
two I had the moment before been speak- 
ing with. He was surrounded in the 
usual way and ordered to leave the build- 
ing, Which, of course, he was obliged to 
do. Women are turned out in the same 
manner and language used toward them 
that would not be tolerated for a moment 
from ordinary people or under ordinary 
circumstances. I must not omit to men- 
tion, When under the power of the spirit 
soine of the prophets are supposed to 
in unknown tongues, and cer- 
the idiotic noises they make 
disclose the fact that the meaning of 
what they say is as much unknown to 
themselves as itis to those who look on.

The Military Rule That Supplants -Home 
Rule in Ireland. 


Mitchellstown Correspondence of the London News 

The name ‘‘Irish Constable’’ misleads 
five in evgry ten English readers, and 
as sometinfes there is, forthe purpose of 
having one’s ideas set right, nothing like 
a good, sound shock, so whoever wishes 
to see ata glance what the Government of 
Ireland is, he can do no better than come 
for a day’s first-hand study of the R. L. C. 
With nothing to guide him but his 
pene notions derived from 
1is knowledge ‘‘of the force’’ at 
home, he may read the contemporary 
history of Ireland,or at any rate the most 
suggestive chapter of it, in what he sees 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary from the 
windows of his railway carriage as he 
stops at stations, or while he traverses 
the country roads by night or by day. 

Atevery railway station, even the pet- 
tiest of them, there are men in dark uni- 
forms with helmets or dark soldier-like 
forage caps... They are armed with rifles. 
If you are new to the country you are 
pretty sure to take them for military 
people, volunteers at any rate; but as 
they are the “‘R. I. C.” they scrutinize 
sharply whomsoever they suppose to bea 
stranger. They ‘‘take stock’’ of him as 
sentries would of a suspicious-looking 
character on the Franco-German frontier. 
If he is driving at night along a country 
road, say between Ennis and Bodyke, or 
in any other part of Clage, Limerick, or 
Tipperary, or Cork—where the National 
League has not only been proclaimed but 
also suppressed—he may be asked to pull 
up and give his name, his whence and his 
whither. A muffled figure._on horseback 
emerges slowly at a walking pace from 
the trees as you approach. He stands 
stock still, like a statue; it is a mounted 
man of the R. I. C. 

The foot constables—gendarmes, to give 
them their proper name—patrol in couples 
and draw themselves up, one on each side 
of the road, as the traveler passes. You 
arrive at some village where there is a 
constabulary barrack. The village is 
asleep—not a dog barks, not a mouse stirs; 
but in an instant you hear the rattling 
and jingling of bivouackin troops jump- 
ing to their feet. Itis the LC. 

When the Irish “Gen- 
darme”’ is ty or when 
he is not at drill—military drill, mind you, 
as much as if he had taken the Queen’s 
shilling—he lounges about the hotel 
bars, imbibing whisky or sucking the end 
of his cane. But I must explain here that 
it is notin every hotel, even in large towns, 
that the waiter, man or woman, will con- 
sent to serve the R.1I.C. In Mitchells- 
town there is not one waiter or master 
who would do it, or, at least, only one or 
two. 1 have said ‘‘off duty,” but a 
lounger, in his smart, mfitary-looking 
tunic, and with the tiny forage cap jaunt- 
ily tilted over the sedulously trained and 
carefully exposed curls, may really be en- 
gaged upon another duy, taking notes 
whilst he sucks the end of his stick. 

Two or three nights ago, in Cork, he 
was detected in the act of watching the 
homerule Union members through the 
windows of their hotel, and an angry al- 
tercation between him and Mr. Brunner’s 
party was the result. The Royal Irish 
Constabulary may also be compared to 
Proteus, for he assumes diverse garbs, so 
that his mother would not know him. I 
have had the honor of making 
the acquaintance of perhaps’ the 
greatest master of the art of dis- 
guise which even the Royai Irish Con- 
stabulary boasts of. In the city of Cork 
there are no fewer than thirty Royal Irish 
Constables who are always on the prowl 
in civilian garb, acting as spies—so I am 
told by the chief magistrate himself (Mr. 
©’ Brien), to whom I have just paid a 
visitin hisown beautiful town for the 
purpose of getting some additional details 
to those which I have gathered about the 
Rh. 1. C. during the past three weeks. 

A constitutionally-minded Briton, say 
from aun English provincial town, would be 
horrified to hear his worship’s loud laugh 
at the notion that the police in Cork— I 
beg your pardon, I mean R. >. "*— 
do police work, or that he himself, 
the chief magistrate of the city, can ex- 
ercise any control over them, or count 
upon them to do anything except to break 
heads. Inthe city of London or in Man- 
chester, a Chief Magistrate defied by his 
own ‘*bobbies’’ would be a curiosity. In 
Cork the Mayor isnotits Chief Magistrate, 
but Plunkett Pacha. The Government of 
Ireland is not as the Government of En- 
giand or of Scotland. It is a Government 
of Pachas; and as in Turkey the humane 
Pachas are recalled to Stamboul as soon 
us they show symptoms of humane feel- 
ing, so we see men like Sir Redvers 
Buller recalled to Dublin, and replaced 
in these parts of Ireland by Pachas of 
sterner mold.

Such a system seems absurd. 

Mr. SINTON’S idea is that our cities and 
our country would be more wisely gov-

In May, 1864, it was 
over $20,000,000. In July, 1869, it had swelled 
to more than $41,000,000. In January, 1581, on 
its amalgamation with the American Union 
and Atlantic & Pacific lines, the flood-gates 
were opened and the stock was watered up to 
$30,000,000. This last purchase raises the 
share capital to $85,000,000. 

The sole remaining opposition telegranh 
lines are now those of the United and Postal 
Coinpanies, which cover all Eastern points as 
faras Omaha and Kansas City, except New 
Orleans, and reachthe Pacific coast through 
their contract with the Canadian Pacific lines. 

Thus Monopoly marches on. Despite popu- 
lar indignation, railroads, telegraphs, tele- 
phones, oil companies, coal companies, gas 
companies and other gigantic enterprises swal- 
low up small rivals and become bloated with 
wealth and power. The giant seems to grow 
bolder and more arrogant in the face of op- 
position, The feeble utterances of Democrat- 
ic Conventions only encourage him to re- 
newed exertions for supremacy, and make 
him more insolent and deflant than 
ever in the face of investigation. The 
only power that is now left to oppose mon- 
opoly is the press, and unfortunately there is 
reason te believe that some newspapers are In 
the enemy’s camp, instead of on the side of 
the people.

ENGLAND THE PLACE FOR NEGROES DESIR- 
OUS OF SOCIAL RECOGNITION, 


Free Intercourse Between Whites and 
Blacks in Lendon—Negro Women With 


White Attendants the Only Neticeable | 


Prejudice Among the Colored People— 
A Dusky Adonis. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DisPpaTcH. 

NEW YORK, October 10.—The World to-day 
publishes the following London letter from T. 
C. Crawford, under date of September 19: 
Colored people whoare ambitious for ass ocia- 
tion with white people and to escape the so- 
cial inferiority of their position in the United 
States should emigrate to England. In this 
country there does not appear to be any prej- 
udice against the colored brothers. In fact 
there appears to be a prejudice in his favor. 
There are not many negroes in England in 
proportion to the whites, but those who are 
here appear to be specially delighted with 
their situation. The negroes in England have 
free intercourse and companionship with the 
whites of a corresponding and even superior 
grade of education. I haveseen any number 
of negro men out walking or- riding 
with white men dressed respectably, 
and intelligent looking. It is also 
common enough to see negro wowen attended 
by clean cut, good-looking Englishmen. If the 
negro woman does not have a white attendant 
it is because she prefers one of her dwn race. I 
have seen a numberof negro men and women 
here, but I have invariably seen them in com- 
pany with whites, Ido not remember having 
seen negro men and womenin company. Hav- 
ing nearly the entire white population of En- 
land to pick and choose from, theyhave natu- 
rally shown a discrimination against their own 
color. The only noticeable prejudice, there- 
fore, in England against the negro is from the 
negroes themselves. Last Stnday going up 
the river to Kew, there came on board the 
little steamer at the Chelsea pier a fair- 
complexioned, blue-eyed damsel. Her 
color was clear and her manner that of 
a neat housemaid ogupper servant. She was 
dressed in black, with an astrachan fur cap 
flattened down on her yellow hair. She was 
in the company of the meanest-looking negro 
Ihave ever seen. He was small, lean and 
almost weazened, he was undersized and 
shabby. He hadthe unwholesome color of a 
very bad specimen of white trash, united with 
a degraded mulatto. He wasa most mongrel 
representative ofa bleached-out, degenerate 
bunch of the negro family. His eyes were 
small, catty and yellowish. His teeth were 
dirty, blackened and decayed. His 
scanty, ragged beard partly concealed 
his unwholesome-looking face. A thick 
mane, which was neither wool nor 
hair, but a dirty black mass somewhere 
between the two, stood out from his small 
head under a low-crowned soft hat. This de- 


generate specimen of humanity was looked up 
to by this tresh-faced, neatly dressed English 
maid as ifhe were a person of superior rank 
and position. As they sat down upon the side 
of the rail, her neero companion passed his 
lean, yellow-nailed hand round her waist un- 
der her cloak and gazed up into her clean- 
looking face with an expression of leering sat- 
isfaction. Sucha spectacic ina public con- 
veyance in the Southern regions would un- 
doubtedly have led to their both being 
pitched overboard. As it was, noone but a 
small group of Americans on board the vessel 
appeared to notice this strange companion- 
ship. 
A COLORED ADONIS. 

TIT have been living this summer in what are 
calied London residential flats, near Hyde 
Park. There are several porters employed 
about the flats. One of them is a New York 
nexzro, who acquired his education and knowl- 
edge of mankind as porter ina Pullman car, 
and afterwards in one of the New York hotels. 
He wears a double-breasted, brass- buttoned, 
blue frock livery, with round, flat-topped cap, 
which has a square visor. He is a most im- 
posing incividual; he bas the soft, melodious 
voice of the best type of his race. He isa 
clean, eee ne Sees He is the hero 
of ailthe cooks and housemaids of the entire 
flats. This porter is on duty atnight. He 
always moves about escorted by several 
admiring white servant girls. He hardly ever 
has less than six in hiscompany. They stand 
in the most admiring poercaan: No Bunthorne 
was ever surrounded by more complete pos- 
tures of adoration. Butthis porter takes all 
this admiration gravely. He evidently hasa 
very poor opinion of white people whorun 
after negroes. He permits the servant girls to 
run after him, but not much more. Allof the 
giris speak to him with the prefix of ‘‘Mr.’’ 
before hisname. Noneof the white porters 
are honored inthis way. They are ull called 
by their first names, although two orthree of 
them are men advanced in life and the heads 
of large families. The colored porteris always 
‘*Mr.’’ Brooks. One of the tidiest of the 
servant girls, born and reared in the country, 
and who has not yet lost the fresh color 
acquired in her farm life, expressed the other 
day a fervent desire that when she had a hus- 
band she hoped he would be just such a nice 
black man as Mr. Brooks. Coming out of 
Paddington station the other morning Il sawa 
four-wheeled cab drive up with a rattle and 
crash, Its top was covered with trunks, bags 
and boxes. Six fresh-faced railroad porters 
stood in line toreceive this splendid array of 
baggage. The door of the cab opened and 
out stepped a regular-featured, wholesome, 
alert, active-looking man in clerical dress. 
Whether a miember of the English or the 
Catholic Church was not apparent from 
his dress. After him came a tall, dark 
negro girl dressed in all the hues 
of the rainbow. A great yellow 
be-ribboned hat perched on the top of her 
tightiy twisted and crinkled hair—she was 
about three-fourths black. The tones of yellow 
shonéin the high lights on her dusky face. ¢ 
She was about eighteen, and I supposed she 
was a servant girl. There followed directly 
after her another negro woman, also gaily 
dressed and about the same shade of color, 
and after her come still another still bDlacker, 
strorter, stouter and evidentiy the chaperon 
of the party. It was clear that they were 
not colored sisters of charity. They were 

TOO GAILY DRESSED FOR THAT. 

They stood about pertectly at their ease and 
appeared to regard the clergyman who was 
withthem as a person whose only occupation 
in life was to look after them. It was he 
who took charge of all the baggage and who 
boucht all of the tickets, and kept running 
to them with suggestions for their comfort 
and convenience, and when it was time for 
the train, it was the youngest one, who wore 
the yellow-ribboned hat, perched high upon 
her head, whotook his arm, and with a real 
cake-walk swagger marched to a first-class 
compartment, fullowed by her dusky com- 
panions. This compartment was specially 
reserved, andwhen the train pulled out the 
priest sat fucing his three colored faltries, 
listening withrapture and attention to their 
every wish and yiceful giggles, which oc- 
casionally broke into real darkey laughter. 
Viewing the utter absence of prejudice against 
colored people in Engiand, don't think bet- 
ter advice could be given to colored people 
who are ambitjous, than tocome here. Those 
in the South, who have had their political as- 
pirations cut short by the ener- 

etic action of white leaguers, by the 
nsinuation of the tissue ballots and by 
excessive skillon the part of whites in count- 
ing votes, should by ail means come to Ena- 
giand. There is nothing here to stand in the 
way of their advancement, They would be 
able to strengthen at once a naturally prom- 
inent pusition freely accorded to them by the 
English masses. By judicious marriage, 
backed by the admiration of the white race, I 
don’t see what should stand between them 
and Parliament, or even the Cabinet, The 
English are very fond of oratory, and the 
negroes with us have a special gift in that 
direction. One of the most eloquent negroes 
who ever spoke in Congress, Elliott, a simon- 

uré negro, received his education at the 

Jniversity of Oxford, England.

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BICYCLE BUDGET.

Crossing the Ocean Awheel—Making RKe- 
cords on Hills—Notes., 

A bicycling paper has the following an- 
nouncement of the latest application of the 
bicycle: ‘‘It is claimed that Mr. Fred, F. 
Campau of Detroit has invented a marine 
velocipede that will makea mile in a minute 
and a half, or about forty miles an hour, and 
whieh will cross from New York to Queens- 


town in two days anda half. The wheels are 
fourteen feet in diameter. Properly speak- 
ing, they are doubie wheels, two on 
each end of the shaft. Between 
each double wheel is a twenty-inch 
space, This is to be boarded over, and the 
entire wheel covered with canvas, so as to 
make it water-tight. Paddles are to be placed 
on the outside of each wheel. The length of 
the shaft between the wheels 1s 11 feet. The 
shaft does not turn, the wheels revolving on 
‘*sleeves,’’ andthe motive-power consists of 
cog-wheel* operated by a simple system of 
cranks and levers. The wheels are construct- 
ed of wood. Attached tothe shaft, and pro- 
jecting straight out 31 feet, are what look like 
the thills of a wagon, only they join atthe 
ends. Onthesée are to be placed a platiorm, 
on Which passengers will be carried. Near 
the end, of the _ thills will) be _ placed 
the stecring apparatus, which will 
consist of a small boat-shaped affair, 
worked by cords from the platform. It is cal- 
culated that a weight ofabout 1,000 pounds will 
not submerge the wheels more than fifteen 
inches. The circuinference of the wheels is for- 
ty-four teet, and, operated by a lever, 
they will make 100 revolutions § in rey 
ininuate, and will cover 4,400 feet in the same 
brief space of time. The machine Mr. Campau 
has now on handis to carry from fifteen to 
twenty persons with ease and without danger. 
It Suggests possibilities of formidable compe- 
tition with passenzer steamers. <A public trial 
of the flyer is promised about two weeks 
hence. ‘Thereis a bare possibility that a 
practical test willnot absolutely sustain and 
justify all of Mr. Campau’s statements and ex- 
pectations.’’

A MURDEROUS BAND. 


The Slayers of Harry Taylor and Wife Held 
for the Grand-Jury,. 


GREENWOOD, Miss., October 10.—Prophet 
Segur, Mike Brown, Robert Brown, Maj. Mac- 
John Hinton, Robert Owen, Wash Johnson 
and Wash Scott, the negroes charged with the 
killing of Harry Taylor and wife, after a hear- 
ing before Justice Parker have been, with 
the exception of the last named, who gave 
bond, committed to jail without the benefit of 


bond,to await the action of the Grand-jury and 
were brought here for safe-keeping. Morton 
Ford, who is also in jail, will have a prelim- 
inary examination to-day, and probably some 
others not yet arrested. There is clear evi- 
dence aguinst them and they will no doubt be 
convieted. During the preliminary trial it 
was discovered thata resolution to kill Mr. 
Kerney, a white man. who had a fight with one 
of their brothers, whose arm he had broken, 
was passed atone of their meetings but the 
time appointed for the deed had not yet come. 
Two days were consumed in taking testimony 
and many other negroes have been implicated. 
There is no doubt that a colored 
man, a member of the Dry Bayou Lodge 
of negro Masons, was killed by Harry Taylor, 
and that both Harry Taylor and his wife bad 
Cisappeared, a body answering to Taylor's 
being found Inthe river with marks of vio- 
lence uponit. The body had been weighted 
down. The lodges in this county were organ- 
ized by a negro named Stringer, who claims to 
be working under the authority of the Grand 
Orient of France. Their lodge was 
founded in 1882, Several other lodges 
have been founded in this 
section. The colored Masons are not recog- 
nized by the white Masons at ali, and their 
orderis not under the authority of the Old 
York Order of Masonry.

ATTORNEYS IN LIMBO. 


—— 


GEN. AYRES TO MAKE APPLICATION FORA 
WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS. 


The Question Involved in the Richmond 
Contempt Case—A Delicate Point ia 
American Jurisprudence — Views of a 
Promisent Virgivia Lawyer—The Iim- 
prisoned Attorneys. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drsrarcn. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 10.—The arrest 
of the Attorney-General of Virginia and the 
Commonwealth Attorney for Fauquier County 
was the subject of a good deal of comment 
here yesterday. ‘‘It is believed that it may 
lead to serious and sensational develop- 
ments,’’ said a prominent Virginia lawyer, 
who has occupied aseaton the bench for a 
numberof years. Itis not quite clear to me 
on what ground the Attorney-General and Mr. 
Scott are posing as martyrs by going to jail in 
preference to payinga fine. Judge Bond is 
one of the most arbitrary men on the Federal 
bench. He wasappointed by President Grant, 
and has never lost an opportunity to insult 
the South. Icannot recall a single instance, 
except in reconstruction days, of an Inter- 
ference by the United States with the officials 
of State in their official capacity. Suchan act 
before the war would have been regarded as 
an outrage and would have made serious 
trouble. State rights were not destroyed by. 
the war but State sovereignty was. The right 
ofthe Federal authorities to interfere with 
the authorities of a State is one of the most 
delicate points in our jurisprudence. Justice 
Miller of the Supreme Court, in his address de- 
livored in Philadelphia, said the Federal au 
thorities could not observe too much care in 
interfering with the rights of a State. Upon- 
the merits ofthe present case there can be no 
doubt as to the power of Judge Bond to 
grant an injunction to restrain the State 


from bringing suitin the coupon cases. The 
Supreme Court has decided that these cou- 
ons are receivable for taxes. An act of the 
egislature of Virginia says they shall not be 
received for tax. ‘The State officers have 
therefore refused to receive these coupons in 
payment of taxes, and the State has com- 
menced suits to recover taxes from parties 
tendering the coupons. It is possible that 
Attorney-General Ayres does not believe the 
decision of the Supreme Court applies defi- 
nitely to the cases in point. He may also as- 
sume that as an officer of the State he Is sworn 
to execute the luws, and believes the obliga- 
tion of his oath to the State is paramount to 
any other consideration. 
THE SITUATION GRAVE. 

‘*It is plain that the situation is one of grave 
concern, If the State of Virginia is compelled 
to receive these coupons iu the payment of 
taxes, hertreasury wiil soon be filled with 
nothing but coupons. In her present bank- 
rupt condition, that would place the State in a 
very embarrassing predicament. It would 
seem that in the exigencies of the situation the 
State has no other course but to refuse to ac- 
cept these “ey I met a friend of Scott 
here to-day ie said Mr. Scott had given the 
matter careful consideration before defying 
the Federal Court, and believed he was doing 
hisduty. These men, however, cannot be 
kept in perpetual confinement. 7 hey are now 
in the custody of the marshal of the court, who 
isa Democrat. They cannot be confined in 
any State or county prison except by the con- 
sentofthe local authorities, and none but 
convicted criminals can be taken to a Federal 
penitentiary.’’

City Jail, where they are confined for refusing 
to pay the fine assessed against them Saturday 
for contempt by Judge Bond of the United 
States Circuit Court. Both were tn excellent 


spirits despite the fact that their areaof move 
ment is quite circumscribed. Their quarters 
are comfortable, though by no means liuxn- 
rious. They occupy them of their own voli- 
tion rather than have the escort of a United 
States Marshai with the freedom of the city. 

Gen. Ayre said: *‘My counsel will possibly 
have my application for a wait of habeas cor- 

us ready by Monday evening, in which event 
t will be presented to one or more Judges of 
the United States Supreme Court in 
Washington on Tuesday. My counsel are 
decidedly of the opinion that the Su- 
preme Oourt must determine on the ap- 
plication whether the Circuit Judge had juris- 
diction of the injunction cases from which the 
contempt issued, and if it determines that he 
had none, of course I will be freed from pen- 
alty. Should the reverse be the issue, Mr. 
Scott and myself will be remanded to the 
custody of the United States Marsha! with no 
recourse left but to pay the fine. If the Su- 
preme Court j..stifies Judge Bond it will 
render futile all future atteinpts at obstructive 
legislation on the part of the General Assem- 
bly of Virginia, as he will have it in his power 
to declare them unconstitutional, The issue 
will then lie with the patriotism of the people, 
whether they pay their taxes to garry on busl- 
ness in money or coupons.’’ 

JUDGE BOND'S PREVIOUS ACTION. 

Gen. Ayres says Judge Bond attempted to 
exercise similar jurisdiction in South Carolina 
a shorttime ago, inthe case of Hagood vs. 
Southern, and tbat he was promptly 
reversed by the United States Supreme Court. 
Some of the most prominent lawyers in this 
city and throughout the State are highly in- 
dignant at the decision of Judge Bond, while 
others justify his action. By the people gen- 
erally the question Is deemed not to be one of 
merely dollars and cents, but it is looked on 
as one involving the autonomy of the Stave by 
the usurpation of a Federal Judge,and as such 
is of interest alike to all the States of the Union. 
Here is the way that the Governor eeanaes at 
the matter: 

‘* Judge Bond is opposed,’’ he said, **to the 
opinions of the best legal minds in the State, 
such minen as Judges Irving, McLaughiin 
Keith, Jobn Randolph Tucker, and a host o 
others. An usurpating Federal Judge can 
take away the liberties of the people by 
such methods as they can be manacied by 
arms. The Virginia people are law-abiding, 
and the case will be carried by a habeas 
corpus tothe Supreme Court. All I the States 
of the Union are interested in preserving thoir 
constitutional rights, and if the Supreme 
Court sustains this Federal Judge, the sooner 
the States insist on an amendment to the 
Federal constitution protecting, defining and 
preserving tbeir rights from such encroach- 
ments, the better, or our whole form of Goy- 
ernment will be altered and an empire will re- 
piace a republic.’’

BALTIMORE’S POLITICAL RING. 


Character of the Men Leading the Much- 
Needed Reform Mevenient. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

BALTIMORE, Md., October 10.—The only ar- 
gument whicl®the ring can produce against 
the exposure of their methods by the WORLD 
is that itis a‘‘base slander against the city,’’ 
overlooking the important fact that the ex- 
posure has received the unqualified indorse- 
ment of some of the best, oldest and most re- 
spectable Democrats in the city. The men 


who are behind the Reform League need no 
recommendation from the ring; they ask for 
no political preferment. Theironly object is 
the extirpation of the present corrupt political 
system. ‘If it is necessary to defame the city 
by exposing the corruption,’’ said Mr. Irving, 
one of the bright younglawyers who have en- 
listed In the movement, ‘‘the city will have to 
be defamed, that’s all.’’ 

‘*Lhe only way to purify the city,’’ said Mr.
